Scenes Along the Route of the 


Storm Demon.

IN MACON COUNT!'. 


Macon county had its first destructive 


oj uloue on Friday night last, May 18th, 
and, 
desiring to lay before pur readers as 


full and accurate a description of the ex- 
tent of the calamity as possible, a repre- 
seutntive of the REPUBLICAN visited the 
sceuo of destruction on .Sunday, aud 
passed over the greater part of the track 
of the storm, from the place where it en- 
tered the county on the west to the point 
where it crossed the north line and en- 
tered DeWitt county. 
The distance 


traversed by the storm in Macon county 
was about four mile?, covering portions 
of sections IB, 7, 8, 5, 4 and 3, in the order 
named. The width of the track was about 
forty rods, and it nowhere deflected much 
from a stn.iglit line, going east by north- 
east. 


The first house struck iu the county 


was that of JDeMain Gordon, on section 
18. This was blown away only in part, 
and, 
strange to say, that portion in which 


the family was at the time wns not hart 
much. Next was a tenant house on the 
farm of I. J. Mietmer, occupied by Isaac 
Joslyn and family. This was entirely 
blown away, and Mrs. Joslyn had an arm 
broken. Next came the barn of Conrad 
Stark, on the Evans tract in section 7, 
which also disappeared like a Hash of 
lightning, and the terrible demon of the 
air rushed on to play havoc with whatever 
stood in its way. 


Near the middle of the west line of 


section 8 the cyclone met its next ob- 
struction. Here stood the comfortable 
farm house and buildings of Clarence P. 
Emory, for many years the home of his 
father, the late Joseph W. Emery. The 
house and barn were literally _ blown to 
atoms, aud the scene beggars description. 
The inmates of the house at the time 
were Mr. Clarence F. Emery, his wife and 
two small children, besides his mother 
and unmarried sister. Mr. Emery states 
that wheu the storm struck the house the 
family were sitting in a room in which 
was n stove with a, fire in it. 
He says 


the floor appeared to part in the mid- 
dle ot the 
room, precipitating four 


out of the six people irj the house into 
the cellar. The stove went down with 
them, and in the wreck all received some 
bruises and scratches, and slight burns 
from the stove, but no serious injuries. 
Mrs, Emery, Sr., and oue of the children 
found themselves iu the yard, but how 
they got there they did not know. The 
furniture and contents of the house were 
scattered far and wide, and but little was 
saved, The barn was a very large and 
well built structure, and iu it was a large 
amount of hay, four or five horses, a lot 
of implements, wagons, etc. One horse 
was killed outright, another was hurt 
slightly, the implements and wagons were 
wrecked, the hay tossed in every direc- 
tion, and the surrounding trees still hung 
full of various sorts of debris. East of 
the house was a large and fine orchard, 
which was well nigh obliterated. 
Large 


trees were literally pulled up by the 
roots, others were broken off close to the 
ground, and scarcely one escaped uninjur- 
ed. A granary that stood north of the 
other bindings escaped without great 
damage. For a long distance to the east- 
ward the ground is covered with lumber, 
shingles, pieces of implements, harness, 
clothing and furniture. Jugt south of 
the buildings is a grove, which WAS out- 
side the main track of the storm, but 
which mast have been considerably agita- 
ted by the wind, judging from the defunct 
fowls scattered through it. The grove 
was a favorite roosting place for crows, 
and large numbers of their dead carcasses 
are scattered around. Fifteen of these 
were counted in 8 space of 200 feet square. 
The loss on the Emery place -will aggre- 
gate between two and three thousand 
dollars. In the barn was a good spring 
wagon, of the Harnsher make, which was 
smashed and twisted into fragments by 
the falling timbers and weight of hay that 
rested upon it 
In the northeast corner of section 8, on 


the farm of W. F. Montgomery, stood a 
small tenant house, occupied by Charles 
Lennon and family, all of whom had re- 
tired for the 
night before the blow 


came. The storm struck the house and 
burst it open, 
and in lees than a 


minute the building and everything it 
contained—except the inmates—was scat- 
tered to the winds. It was literally swept 
away as with a broom, and every vestige 
of furniture, clothing and provisions dis- 
appeared on the wings of the wind. Mrs. 
Lennon waa badly braised in addition to 
having a broken thigh. Her hocband 
waa fearfully jammed, and looked on 
Sunday like he had .b«en engaged .in a 


free fight, and the children were more o 
less bruised, though not seriously. I 
the darkness of the night, with the fea 
nil storm raging around her, the husban 
unable to render her much assistance, th 
children crying with fright and pain, an 
every shred of her own clothing blow 
from her body, this poor woman lay to 
two hours before relief came. Even the 
she could not be moved until some kindl 
disposed neighbors—themselves sufferer 
from the general disaster—had brough 
clothing to cover her, an.l a litter wa 
improvised upon which to carry her. Sh 
was taken to the residence of H. H. Hoov 
er, near by, and though oven this shelte 
had been nearly demolished she was mad 
as comfortable as possible. A physicia 
was summoued to attend to her case, am 
on Sunday she was apparently comforabl 
and quite cheerful. Her husband seem& 
to ba suffering great pain, and complainei 
mnch of bis injuries. Mr. Lennon is 
poor man, and deserves to be hflpec 
The Maroa people have contributed lib 
erally for the relief of himself and family 
but they have absolutely lost their al 
ftnd ought to have still more assistance 
Mr. Montgomery began to build a ne 
house for them on (Saturday, and wor. 
was pushed all dny on Sunday with tin 
expectation of getting it ready- to movi 
into to-day. 


The farm of H. H. Hoover, in the south 


west corner of section 4, was next struck 
and the result was perfectly fearful. 
The 


house, which is a large one-story building 
was not destroyed, but was moved from 
its foundation and turned part way 
around, being badly jammed and broken 
The barn was utterly demolished, and al 
it contained, except the horses, scatterec 
tar and wida One mule was killed where 
lie stood, and the horses were all founc 
iied to the timbers of the stalls, but at a 
considerable distance from the proper 
place. All the implements in and arounc 
;he barn were broken and scattered, some 
of the pieces being carried nearly half a 
mile. A heavy farm wagon, apparently 
ilmost new, was broken apart and blown 
across a field, while a tire from an olili i 
wagon was found lodged against a hedge, 
ivith no sign of felloe or spoke abont it 
Dead chickens lay scattered around, theii 
carcasses stripped clean of feathers, anu 
•he whole scene was one of snch .lesola- 
iou as we never want to witness again. 
Dne of the strangest freaks of the storm 
at this placo was the game it played with 
i granary. This was a stout frame bnikl- 
ner, weatberboRrded like a house, which 
Btood west of the dwelling. It was nn- 
roofed, but not much broken otherwise, 
although it was carried about 300 feet 
from its original location. ID this build- 
ing was a bin of rye and another of oats, 
but little of which was spilled out. On 
an empty barrel in the same building 
some boards had been laid, and on these 
were piled eight 50-pound sacks of flour, 
not one of which was disturbed. On the 
ontside of this building, on the side next 
the storm, was to be seen a shingle driven 
by the force of the wind clean through 
the weatherboarding, and still remaining 
there. The roof of Mr. Hoover's house, 
as well as that of the one next to be men- 
tioned, presented 8 very singular appear- 
ance. The shingles in places were toru 
oil', just like the scales on a fish are re- 
moved, aud iu other places left intact. 
At Mr. Hoover's place the orchard is 
badly damaged, more than half the trees 
being destroyed. Mr. Hoover, although 
the victim of such a disaster, seems to be 
in good spirits, and he and his plucky 
little wife were doing all in their power 
to assist their still more unfortunate 
neighbors. 


A little distance to the northeast of 


Hoover's is the residence of J. P. Woody, 
a tenant on the farm of Andrew Hawk- 
yard, one of the best known citizens of 
the township. The ground on which the 
buildings stand—or stood, rather—is 
an elevated 
knoll, 
and 
just 
west 


of 
the 
improvements 
was 
one 
of 


the finest orchards in the neighbor- 
hood. 
Mr. Woody says that when the 


storm struck the house he tried to get the 
door open, but could not. He then suc- 
ceeded in getting a window open on the 
south side of the house, and through this 
he and his wife and two children, togeth- 
er with the hired man, made their exit. 
He threw himself to the ground and 
caught hold of a low bush with one hand, 
holding his daughter with tbe other. By 
his direction Mrs. Woody and the hired 
man caught hold of the same bush, hold- 
ing the other girl between them, and all 
clinging together as best they could. Of 
course this was but the work of a mo- 
ment, but in that brief space the air was 
filled with flying timbers and limbe of 
trees, and it is a miracle how they all 
escaped injury, but none were hurt. He 
thinks the severe part of the blow diet not 
last more than two minutes. When the 
worst was over they got up and found the 
barn was totally destroyed, the sheet por- 
tion of the house was entirely swept 
away, and the main part of the house, 
though still standing, was moved 5 feet 
east and aa much south of its former po- 
sition, A large apple tree, eight inches 
through the trunk, was lodged against 
the west side of the house, having been 
carried 50 or 75 feet from its place in the 
orchard, in. which not a tree ia left stand- 
ing, many being literally plucked up by 
:he roots. All around lay the scattered 
debris of the cyclone—boards and tim- 
bers from the barn, plows, cultivators, 
wagons, furniture, and the broken limbs 
and bodies of trees. Some pieces of the 
oarn were carried nearly or quite a mile, 
while the hedges were solid masses of 
trash through which a rat would fiod it 
difficult to make his way. The course of 
the storm was plainly marked by pieces 
of timber, some of them driven into the 
ground to a depth of from one to two feet, 
and many of them apparently then broken 
off and carried still further. Mr. Woody 
has suffered the loss of all his farming 
utensils and a good portion of his house- 
hold goods, and is a worthy object of 
assistance. 


On the east side of section 4, about 


three-fourths of a mile northeast of the 
place last named, stood the house of 
Marion Gordon, a tenant on the farm of 
Erastus Nice. This house was a neat, 
lew building, and Mr. Gordon and wife 
aeing a young married couple, had fur- 
nished it with mnch taste, everything 
being new. There was also a good barn 
on the place, bat now scarcely a vestige 
of anything remains. The house and 
barn are totally destroyed, and everything 
they contained went Bailing away in that 
fearful tornado. Mr. Gordon waa conrid- 


hurt,-his,wife had a leg broken, 


and was internally injured so that it is 
feared she may not recover. A young 
man named Grossman, who was in the 
house at the time, alao Mad a log broken. 
In front of the spot where the house stood 
the remains of a top buggy were seen, a 
portion ot them in the ditch, while one 
pair of wheels and the axle lay far east in 
the field. The destruction here was ter- 
rific. 


Only a short distance to the northeast 


of Gordon's place, and on the west side 
of section 3, stand the remains of a lot of 
buildings ou the Buchanan farm, occu- 
pied by Heury Isaacs. None of these 
were blown away, but all are twisted and 
racked so as to be practically useless. 
Ine family escaped without injury. This 
was the last place in the county struck 
by the cyclone, which crossed into De- 
Witt county a short distance to the 
northeast, and played sad havoc among 
the once happy homes of that region, as 
will be described hereafter. The sudden- 
ness of such a calamity makea it difficult 
for any one to tell much as to the features 
it displayed at the time. From all ap- 
pearances, however, this storm was like 
most of its kind. It partook of the nature 
of a whirlwind, the current seeming to 
throw obstacles now in one direction and 
then in another. For instance, at Hoov- 
er s place the trees lie towards the south, 
while at Woody's, near by, they all fell 
eastward. The cyclone evidently was n

whirling column of wind, which traveled 
m a straight line, but did not have the 
same force at all points, and msst proba- 
bly acted like what is known by artiller- 
ists as a "ricochet" shot—striking the 
earth at intervals and then bounding up, 
only to come down again a little further 
on. It occurred about 9 o'clock in the 
svening nnd lasted not to exceed two 
minutes. 


THE STOBM IN DEWITT. 


The work of destruction in/ DeWitt 
onnty was equally as fearful as that wit- 
nessed iti Maoon county. On Sunday 
Solon Boyal and Thos. N. Leavitt, of 
Vlaroa, visited the places laid waste in 
DeWitt county, and they made cotes of 
he sad eights they witnessed. From 
;hem we obtain the following facts: 


In DeWitt county, David 
Squire's 


louse and stable blown down, no one in- 
ured. 


The tenant house on J. S. TodcVs place, 
ccupied by Henry Coats and family—all 


absent except Mrs. Coats and 8 year old 
son. 
House and •stable completely de- 


molished. Mrs. Coats was badly bruised 
and the bov was blown 200 feet and 
dropped unhurt. 
Tliis is the second 


itorm this boy has been in. He was in a 
;yclone in Iowa S.years ago. About the 
joats place were scattered in profusion 
leaps of broken machinery, and wagons 
and cultivators were blown into frag- 
ments. No spokes in litibs, nor huba in 
vheels, and no whole thing anywhere to 
:e seen. The cyclone next struck J. S. 
Podd's home place, a quarter of a mile 
tistant, unroofing a large barn and 
mocking a chimney oirthe house. 


On the Henry Eybolt place, less than a 


nile from Todd's, the house occupied by 
Vesley Anderson and family was blown 
away together with the barn. Mrs. An- 
lerson's foot was crushed, and Mr. A. and 
ive children were more or less braised. 
A brother of Mr. A. was in the house and 
le was also injured. 


John M. Cree and family occupied the 


3-eorge Hutchins place, and the house, 
ribs and stables were totally demolished, 
fortunately the whole family was absent 
ttending a surprise party. A horse on 
he place had a rail driven clear through 
im, and he was killed instantly. 
John Bailey, living on Hattie Munson's 
lace, was visited. The house and stable 
rere blown down. Mr. Bailey had two 
ibs broken and waa badly bruised, and 


"Vlra. Bailey was also seriously hurt. 


Sim Barnett's barn and wood house 


were demolished. 


From this point, about 7 miles north- 


west of Maroa, the cyclone veered around 


little, and visited Biue's Switch, on the 
lidland road, and demolished John 
•lue's nice barn, turned about and 
vrecked his large new house, moved the 
'Blue grain office 40 feet, and shook up 
orn cribs. 
A Midland box car was 


wrecked. 


The bounding cyclone then struck the 
Has Owens place, a mile northeast, de- 
lolishing the dwelling and barn, but 
oing no serious injury to the inmates. 
Uriah Blue's place eloce by was next 
isited. Here the storm just struck the 
round after leaving Blue'a switch. It 
;ruek the ground hard, unroofiing Uriah 
ilue's house, blew two new barns down, 
ne 40x60, both completely demolished.

Here the cyclone drew in its horns a 
itle, and struck Peter Clifton's place, a 
uarter of a mile east.

Peter Clif- 
an was found dead near a tree 50 yards 
rom the house, the top of the head 
rushed, lira.

A girl 5 years old, severely injured; she 
will survive. A boy 4 years old was not 
hurt. Mr. Clifton had taken a policy in 
the "Home" for 82,000 on his life, and the 
policy reached J. H. Sargent at Maroa, 
Friday afternoon. This sum will go to 
the children. 


The cyclone next struck Salt Creek, 


sweeping away George Benmsou's house, 
particles of which cannot be found. 
There were five persons in the house, and 
all were more or less hurt, two seriously. 


Alt of Henry Harteoek's barns, out- 


buildings, etc., were blown away, but the 
house in which the family were sleeping 
was not disturbed. 
Mr. H. bad a lot of 


sheep, and many of them were killed. 
Loss 83,000, 


Wm. Shaw's barns and sheds, southeast 


of Clinton, wire blown away. The top 
of Shaw's house was torn 
off. 


The blow at the Shaw place was the 


• good-by shake-up of the cyclone. Parties 
from points 10 and 20 miles distant vis- 
ited the Shaw and other places, but from 
the Shaw farm onward no other damage 
could be heard of. All alung the route 
mattresses, bedding, pillows and a great 
variety of household articles, were scat- 
tered about, some torn in shreds, aud 
some not damaged at all. 


HELP FOB THE SUFFERERS. 


It will be observed from the foregoing 


itema that nearly all of those who have 
suffered losses are tenant farmers, and 
many of them are iu immediate aid. In 
Maroa on Saturday 'and Sunday 8160 
were raised as a relief fund, and more se- 
cured to-day. Those Decatnr people who 
desire to contribute to the fund in aid of 
the sufferers in Austin township, can do 
so by leaving their contributions with 
Leavitt & Royal, agricultural implement 
dealers, south side old square, or at the 
REPUBLICAN office. 
All contributions of 


money, clothing or provisions will be 
promptly forwarded to Maroa and placed 
in the hands of Andrew Hawkyard for 
distribution among the needy. Many of 
the farmers, besides being left homeless, 
have had all their implements destroyed, 
and thep" cannot do any sort of farm work 
until they procure new supplies. 


SHATTERED BITS.

NEAR SPJIIXCIFIELD AND DAWSON, 


Saturday the HEPUBLICAN printed partial 
particulars of tho devastation about Spring- 
field and Dawson. A correspondent writes: 
"On a window sat a wooden bowl; this was 
split midway. Oue halt'was left in Its origi- 
nal position, and the other half was taken up 
and thrown somewhere along the path of the 
cyclone. At one place a Hock of geese were 
found naked this morning—their feathers had 
been stripped from their backs and bung up 
on a hedge fence. When the cylone struck 
Kound Prairie, a few of the country people 
imagined the judgment day had come. Says 
one of the more intelligent class: "It was not 
tho wind power thatdld the work,but the elec- 
trical flre power. Wind can not cut a wooden 
bowl In two, leave one piece stationary and 
carry the other piece into the next county 
Wind cannot drivea rail through a horse and 
leave it dead. I tell you it was a ball of Uamc 
conicul-shnpeci. Whenever it dropped down 
and found no house, barn or fence was In 
range, it reached for the earth and seemed de- 
termined to lift it out of position." Near 
Dawspn tho tornado exhibited a violent force. 
Along the track of the fearful monster in that 
vicinity could be found nothing that had not 
been damaged. ' In all the flclda were dead 
horses and cattle. Trees were prostrated and 
fences were no more, the roads in some places 
being blockaded. In one place a hay stack im- 
peded travel—a shapeless moss. 11 had been 
raised and set down from an adjoining field. 
The cyclone at Dawson and other points, ac- 
cordlnir tf> eye-witnesses, presented tbe ap- 
pearance at time" of a vast Itnl! of (Ire. Shap- 
ed as a vast funnel, it scerncd to possess heat 
and power at the little end. Nothing of hu- 
man construction could survive its touch. 
One and a half miles cast of D& .vson the old 
Hamilton place was wrecked. The saddest 
human calamity occurred here. A woman 
and a child recently born were killed outright 
At Buffalo the force of the cyclone was as 
strong as at any other point. Visitors from 
that place say it is shrouded in mourning. 
Mrs. Thomas Chandler was killed by flying 
timbers from her beautiful residence, which 
fell a victim. Two of Mrs. Chandler's children 
were also severely, but not fatally, Injured. 


SEAtt JACKSONVILLE. 


The cyclone in tbe vicinty of Jacksonville 
was terriblyclcstructive to life and property. 
At the town of Liter tbe spectacle is a sad 
one. The storm swept through tbe residence 
and business portion of the town, and lasted 
one minute. In that brief period the Baptist 
and Christian churches were' both completely 
demolished, four stone buildings were del 
atroyed and contents blown away, and about 
S!i dwelling-bouses leveled to the ground. Tbe 
killed were John Trotter, aged 78: Mrs. John 
Trotter, Agnes Griffin, aged 22; Mrs. Mary J. 
Stevenson, aged 65; Lilly Griffin. 0 months. 
The seriously wounded are Dr. 8 Griffin, who 
was unconscious up to Saturday night; Mrs. 
Dr. Griffin, leg broken, also unconscious; 
flve members of the Griffin family more or 
less injured, allot whom are now in Jackson- 
ville receiving- attention. The others hurt 
were Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Hudson, Thomas 
Hammond and family of flve; James Steven- 
sou, Mrs. George Vaughn, David Campbell 
MM.

Attorneys' Fees 1OO Years Ag-o. 


Bev. Dr. Goodwin, of Quincy, formerly 


of this city, has an article in this week's 
issue of the Central Christian Advocate 
which ia of special interest to all attor- 
neys .clerks of courts and parties who 
now and then, by reason of litigation, are 
compelled to grease the wheels of the le- 
gal machinery by paying fees. The Doc- 
tor finds fiom the laws made in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, iu August, 1792, nearly 100 
years ago, that attorneys had to take their 
fees in Indian corn at 30 cents, when its 
market value was only 10 cents. An act 
establishing and regulating the fees of 
the several officers of the Hamilton coun- 
ty, (Ohio), court, passed 1792, fixed attor- 
neys' fees as follows: For a pleading 
fee, where counsel is employed on an issue 
in law or fact joined in the supreme 
court, 82; for all other causes in the su- 
preme court and for all causes in the 
court of common pleas and court of gen- 
eral quarter sessions of the peace, where 
an issue in fact or law is joined, 81.50; for 
all other causes in the common pleas and 
court of quarter sessions, as a retaining 
fee, 81; for drawing an indictment, (and 
here is where the prosecuting attorneys a 
century ago got wealthy), 50 cents; for 
bringing a case to issue in sessions of the 
peace, 50 cents. It was stated in this act 
fixing the fees that "Whereas, a dollar 
varies in its real value in the several 
counties in the Territory, some provision 
in kind ought to be made. Be it enacted 
that for every cent allowed by this act, 
one quart of Indian meal may be demand- 
ed and taken by the person to whom the 
fee is coming, as equivalent for one cent, 
always at the election of the person re- 
ceiving the same whether to accept his 
fee in Indian corn or in specie, at the 
sum fixed by the foregoing table of fees, 
one quart of Indian corn being always 
equal to one cent, and so on at that rate 
for a greater or loss sum." Many parties 
to suits will bear witness that times have 
greatly changed since a hundred years 
ago, but it is not on account of the scar- 
city of Indian •corn. 


At It Again.

near Boody, in this county, about a year 
ago. 
They have been swindling farmers 


in Menard county lately, and the news 
comos from Petersburg that they have 
succeeded in victimizing the following 
nnmcd farmers in that neighborhood of 
the following amounts, namely: John 
Stewart, 1526; Ohas. Booker, $500; Robt. 
0. Pantier, $391; George Powers, $275; 
J. Nelson Hall, $220; Richard Thomas, 
S160. These farmers all settled either by 
money or note. Several others who were 
induced to sign contracts refused to settle 
after the rod was erected and the swindler 
ascertained. Some of the gang are mem- 
bers of some of the leading secret socie- 
ties and use this to aid in the swindle. •

The "heavy speculators" in the commu- 
nity soy they have quit dealing and seem 
indifferent as to whether the business is 
resximed here or not.

May Term, 1883—Judge Smith, of Cham- 


paign, Presiding. 


THURSDAY, MAT 17. 


Court convened at the usual hour this 


morning. 


ANOTHEB SUIT FOB 85,000 DAMAGES, 
This forenoon another action in tres- 


pass of more than ordinary importance 
came up for trial. The parties to the suit 
ure John Schenck, plaintiff, who is a sa- 
loon keeper at Maroa and was engaged in 
the same business at that place in 1881. 
The defendant is Samuel Lowe, a well- 
known citizen and temperance man of 
Maroa. 
Schenck brings suit against 


Lowe to recover alleged damages in the 
sum of $5,000, because ot the arrest of the 
former at the instance of the latter, less 
than two years ago. Mr. Lowe • filed an 
information in the county court charging 
that Schenck had sold intoxicating liq- 
uors to a minor at his saloon in Maroa in 
violation of Isw, and on that complaint 
the accused was arrested, but he was not 
imprisoned. He gave bond for his ap- 
pearance and at the trial he was acquit- 
ted. Schenck now comes into court and 
wants a jury that has been selected to 
award him damages. The counsel for 
Schenck is I. A. Buckingham, 
Mr. 


Lowe's attorneys are Judge Nelson and 
Outten & Vail. 


During the hearing of testimony it was 


shown by a preponderenee of testimony 
that Mr. Lowe had reasonable grounds 
for filing the information against Schenck 
in 18S1, and this afternoon the plaintiff 
dismissed the case before it could be giv- 
en to the jury. 


COMMON LAW DOCKET.

At about noon yesterday the nnvtine

Fore- 
man Holman presented a list of questions 
to Judge Smith, stating that Mr. Adams, 
who had been interrogated before the 
grand jury, had refused to answer them. 
The Judge cast his eyes upon the ques- 
tions, and then asked Adnnas his reasons 
for refusing to answer. Mr. A. replied 
that he refused because he thought the 
answer would criminate himself. It ap- 
pears that there is n poker or gambling 
room in operation at Maroa, and Mr. 
Adams is one of those who have been 
summoned to tell what they know about 
the outfit. Adams said there hadn't been 
a game played in the room in the past 18 
months in which he was not interested. 
After the Judge had decided that Adams 
was not expected to answer a question 
that would criminate him, Mr, Johns made 
the point that, though Adams was inter- 
ested in the profits of the poker room, 
(and this was not charged), he should, 
under the law, be compelled to tell about 
what was going on there, on any or every 
day when he was not actually playing 
himself. 
The mind of the Judge was 


clear on this point, and he told Mr. Adams 
that he should tell all he knew about tha 
place, who were there, etc., when he was 
not playing, but merely a looker-on. Mr. 
Adams took exceptions to this ruling, and 
had started out to make a long speech on 
the matter, when the Judge cut him off 
short by stating that he wasn't in a mood 
to hear any argument from him. His 
Honor told the foreman to change the 
form of the questions, and if the witness 
refused to answer, bring him into court 
again. 
Doubtless Mr, Adams became 


more tractable, a8 he has caused the 
Judge no more trouble.

A Fine Collection in Possession of Mr. J. 


Man love Smith.

Those who attend the strawberry festi- 


val to be given by the ladies of the First 
M. E. church this evening, will have an 
opportunity of seeing a rare collection of 
relics that have been collected during the 
past 25 years by Mr. J. Manlore Smith, 
who was a musician and private in Co. 
F., First Delaware regiment, during the 
late war, and whose great-great-great- 
grandfather came over in the "Mayflower'' 
in 1620. Below we give a list of the curi- 
osities which will be on exhibition this 
evening: 


Confederate money; feathers out of the 


bird Lareto, carried all through the Mex- 
ican war; fac simile of genuine Rebel 
flag, made by a southern girl who after- 
wards married a Massachusetts soldier; 
samples of buttons offRebel clothesjpiece 
of lava from Vesuvius; a linen night cop 
that came over in the Mayflower; Ameri- 
can and foreign copper coin, some dating 
50 years before Christ; inlaid paper cut- 
ter made by a Madeira Islander;:pieces of 
timber from the frigate "Constitution" 
and the flagship "Lawrence;" a glass 
stopper that was the property of Commo- 
dore Perry, used by him in 1813 on the 
flagship "Lawrence;" a silk badge worn 
by the delegates to the Democratic Whig 
National Convention, May 2d, 1844, with 
picture of Henry Clay; a knife that Mr. 
Smith borrowed from a rebel the day be- 
fore Lee's surrender, which he forgot to 
return; hair watch guard, made by a nun 
in Jerusalem, cost, 10 cents; a bottle con- 
taining ruins of Pompeii, and a piece of 
the apple tree under which Lee surren- 
dered; a ring made from a copper washer 
of the Rebel ram "Merrimac," which was 
whipped by the Yankee cheese box "Mon- 
itor;" a sample of Confederate stationery 
found in the pocket of Edward Maul, 
killed at siege of Petersburg.

The Weather 


The severe change in the weather 


since Saturday last has undoubtedly 
done great damage to the growing 
crops and the fruit, and the telegraph 
brings reports showing it to have 
been" general. In Ohio there was 
snow in many places, at Lima twelve 
inches being reported, and in every 
place throughout that state great 
damage is reported to trees, which 
are breaking under the weight of the 
snow. 


In many places in Illinois ice was 


formed yesterday, and the frost of 
last night seems to have been gene- 


ral. 
How much damage will result 


from the frost cannot be estimated 


yet, but it is likely to bo very con- 
siderable. The corn is undoubtedly 
nipped, as also are garden vegeta- 
bles, and grave fears are entertained 
as to the apple crop. 


WHATEVER else may be said against 


tho President by his critics, it must 
be admitted that he is using good 
judgment in the matter of appoint- 
ments. Thus far in his administra- 
tion he has committed as few mis- 
takes as the best of his predecessors 
in this respect. He has not listened 
to the clamor of political or personal 
factions on tbe one hand, nor been 
carried outside of the line of his obli- 
gations as a Republican on the other 
hand. His appointees, thus far, have 
proven themselves well qualified, ca- 
pable nnd honest.

The 
people say that the municipality is 
bankrupt, and must be released from 
a part of its obligations, 50 per cent 
or so, or tbo town will have to be 
abandoned. 
It would be cheaper, 


they reason, to abandon the place 
altogether nnd fix thoir habitations 
elsewhere.

MAUPJCE, Marquis of Lansdowne, who, 
according to a cablegram published 
yesterday, will succeed the Marquis 
of Lome in the governor generalship 
of Canada in October, is the fourth 
bearing his title in the peerage of 
Great Britain. He is in the 67th 
year of his age, and has had consid- 
erable experience in public affairs, 
his first official position having been 
that of under secretary for foreign 
affairs, which he held from 1856 to 
1858. In addition to his English 
titles he is Earl of Kerry, Viscount 
Clanmaurice and Fitztnaurice, Baron 
of Kerry, Lixnaw and Dunkeron, in 
the peerage of Ireland.

DUE COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


Educational Notes from County Superin- 


tendent Trainer. 


At this writing we have learned of but 


few schools employing teachers for the 
coming fall and winter term. We note 
the following: E. B. Smith, at the Kirby; 
John D. Logan, Walnut Grove; J. H. 
Metcalf, Grand Prairie; J. F. Muirheid 
Cross Roads; M. E. Lookhart, Niantic; 
W. W. Kyle, Stringtown, Harristown 
township. 


Teachers who have not yet returned 


the February examinations are asked to 
do so within a few days, as they must be 
bound and labeled for the fair exhibit. 


We quote the following from a recent 
letter: "What is a calendar month?" also, 
"If ray school opened April 2d will the 
first month close Muy 2d, May 1st, or the 
last day of April?" 


A calendar month is an almanac month 


and is from a certain date (inclusive) to a 
certain date. If your school opened the 
morning of April 2d your month will 
close the evening of the 1st of May. This 
answer is baaed upon the supposition that 
you have lost no time from closing one or 
more flays. 


TO SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


We beg your careful consideration of 


the text book question in our ungraded 
schools. You are aware of the utter lack 
of uniformity throughout the rural dis- 
tricts. You possibly know of this lack of 
system and oC its many hindrances in the 
attempt to grade the schools. Here are 
some definite points for your considera- 
tion; will you not look into them and de- 
termine whether they are coriect or not? 


1. The want oC a uniformity is annually 


costing the taxpayers of this county sev- 
eral thousand dollars more than a" uni- 
form seiies ot texts costs. How? By re- 
moval from one district to another you 
are compelled in many cases to purchase 
new books for your children ere you can 
register their names as members of the 
school. By having different texts in the 
same branch (by changing) the younger 
members in 70111-families cannot use the 
old books of the older children as they 
are promoted. 


2. This evil is annually shutting out 


many hundreds of the children of poor 
parents. How? ID their removal from 
district to district they must of a necessity 
purchase new books (different authors) 
before their children can enter the classes 
in the district. Being poor, they cannot 
purchase books for a large family, and 
hence the elder boys and girls of these 
families are excluded from the schools 
and never obtain an education. This in 
uart accounts for so many of our ad- 
vanced (?) pupils dropping out of school 
while so young. 


3. The mixture of texts prevents the 


successful carrying out of a well devised 
plan of uniform examinations. How? 
Where examinations are uniform there 
must be definite work for the whole 
county. This work cannot be outlined 
with entire success where the authors are 
not the same. 


4. Schools cannot be put in direct com- 


petitive emulation where the texts differ. 
Why? 
Because there are palliating 


causes offered by some authors over oth- 
ars for advancing the student in the same 
topic. In other words, what would be a 
good practical examination in one author 
would not be so in another; and thus one 
school may have the advnntage of an- 
other. 


We might go on thus enumerating the 


Dad results o£ this want of uniformity, 
Dut space will not permit, and we close 
ibis short article by asking the school 
joards to seriously and candidly consider 
;he matter before making any more 
changes in the text books of our country 
schools. Instead of improving the con- 
dition of things, each change only adds 
>q the confusion and to the cost of run- 
ning our schools. 


Book agents will produce arguments 


to disprove all that we have said, but we 
will meet any or all of them with facts 
and statistics gathered from a close study 
of the subject, which will dispose of any 
argument for a multiplicity of the now 
burdensome variety oil authors. Beware 
of the agent for school books. Bide your 
time and the day will come when we shall 
have a uniformity, and that, too, without 
extra cost. 
___ 


JOHN TROTTER, aged 75 years, who with 


his wife, aged about 70 years, was killed 
by the tornado, at Literberry, iii Morgan 
county, was the only brother of Milton 
Trotter, of this city. Mr. T. received a 
telegram on Saturday notifying him of 
the fatality, but he supposed that it was 
his brother's wife who was killed, and 
he knew no better until he reached his 
destination. The burial took place be- 
fore Mr. T. could reach the town. The 
deceased was the owner of a handsome 
property adjoining the depot at Literber- 
ry, and all of it was swept away by the 
cyclone. He wns also one of the heirs to 
the Trotter estate, worth several millions 
of dollars, which property is somewhere 
in England. 


THERE are strong indications that 


the people of West Virginia propose 
to consult their business interests 
henceforth, at the polls. One Re- 
publican member of Congress was 
chosen from that state last year, and 
in the election to fill a vacancy in 
the second congressional district, 
which has hitherto been strongly 
democratic, the vote is so close that 
it may require the official count to 
settle the result, if, indeed, the re- 
publicans have not carried it. All 
of this is brought about by the oppo- 
sition which the manufacturing in- 
terests of that state feel toward the 
free trade doctrines of the Democ- 
racy.

Our Crop Prospects. 


The reports recently received at the 


State Department of Agriculture are dis- 
couraging for wheat prospects, while the 
cold, backward season has been unfavor- 
able for the growth of corn. The reduced 
area of winter wheat, the result of the 
severe winter and damage from insects, 
with the bad condition, gives encourage- 
ment 
for only about twenty million 


bushels, or thirty, million bushels less 
than last crop. 


The crop correspondents for this county 


make the following report to Springfield 
of the crop and stock prospects in this 
county: 


MAOON—Winter wheat haa 'been im- 


proved but little the past month, and the 
condition indicates less than half an aver- 
age yield per acre; owing to the dry 
weather and frequent frosts and backward 
season, wheat has not improved with the 
advent of spring. Eye has not suffered as 
much as wheat, and will, with continued 
favorable season, make three-fourths of 
an average yield per acre. The area of 
oats is much larger than last season, and 
prospects are encouraging for au average 
yield per acre. About one-fifth> of the old 
corn still in first hands. Grass looks fair, 
considering the cold, backward season; 
the area of meadows and pastures is 
nearly as large ns last season. The num- 
ber of cattle, mules, hogs and sheep is 
less than last season; about the usual 
number of horses. With the exception 
of some cases of distemper and pink-eye 
among horses, farm animals are healthy 
and in fair condition. Apples, cherries 
and pears give promise of a fair average 
crop; peaches generally killed. Soil 
breaks tip m flue condition, and pulver- 
izes well. 


A Cyclone Defined. 


An authority on cyclones states that 


the term "cyclone" was derived from 
the French word "cycle," which is, in 
turn, a derivation from the Latin word 
"cyclus," meaning a ring or circle. Hence 
we see the application of the term cyclone 
ns relating to storms and hurricanes char- 
acterized by a violent whirling or rotary 
motion. Various speculative theories ex- 
ist as to the cause of cyclonic commotion 
of the atmosphere, but the most prevalent 
seems to be that it arises from the meet- 
ing of two swift counter currents of a,ir 
at a time when the atmosphere is heavily 
charged with electricity. 
These latent 


electric currents, meeting from opposite 
directions, generate by their combined ac- 
tion into a motive power which becomes 
the controlling element and tears onward 
in its mad course with an irresistible force, 
consuming as it goes, the oxygen of which 
the air is composed, thus forming a vacu- 
um. The rushing of the air to fill this 
vacuum causes the powerful suction so 
characteristic of cyclones, and 
which 


sweeps everything before it. 


Return of Christian Girl. 


Christian Girl, who was to have been 


tried in the county court some weeks ago 
on a charge of insanity preferred by his 
son, and who left for parts unknown a 
few days before the day set for the hear- 
ing, returned to the city last night, and 
this morning he was taken in custody by 
Deputy Sheriff Mauzy. Mr. Gir], who is 
a farmer residing near Cerro Gordo in 
the Dunkard neighborhood, seems to be 
as sane as any man of his age. He states 
that he went away because he didn't wish 
to have family matters sifted, and hoping 
that in his absence the bitterness of the 
prosecutors would die out. He went from 
Decatur to Jefferson county, thence to 
St. Louis, and from the latter place to 
Musoatine, Iowa, where he visited his 
brother. The accused will be compelled 
to face the charge againat him, unless it 
is withdrawn.

8 people had been killed at Springfield. 
From the Journal of to-day we learu that 
the cyclone formed two miles west of that 
city, one part of it going southward and 
the other in a northeasterly direction. It 
had the usual funnel-shaped accompani- 
ment of a cyclone. The rain fell in per- 
fect torrents in Springfield, flooding the 
streets. The city escaped damage, and 
no one waa killed or hurt. lies' dairy 
farm, two miles south of Hpringfield, was 
badly damaged.

The train men removed the ob- 
structions, and the train reached Decatur 
several hours late.

"Oregon" for Portland. The others 
will remain till Saturday to "take in" 
the city, when they will sail in the

A Sergeant Under Lincoln. 


Mr. Philip Dlark, of Clinton, paid us a 


call to-day. He is on his way home to 
Southern Illinois, where he bought, in 
the last few days, several carloads of live 
stock—cattle, sheep and hogs. He flatters 
himself with the belief that there are not 
many men of his age—71 years—who can 
do as much in the same time. Mr. Clark 
was the Orderly Sergeant of the company 
commanded by Abraham Lincoln in the 
Black Hawk War. He is nn own couain 
to the late E. D. Baker, who'commanded 
the Fourth Illinois in the Mexican War, 
and was afterwards Senator from Oregon, 
and lost his life at Ball's iJtuff in the late 
war. 
Clark and Baker were both born in 


England, and came to America together 
when they were mere boys, settling in 
Sangamon county. "Phil," as he is famil- 
iarly known, has been a stock man all hia 
life, while Baker became one of the most 
brilliant orators and able lawyers of his 
day. 


Condition of the I., D. & S. Road. 


A telegram from Indianapolis about 


the St. Louis Division of the 1., B. & W., 
(formerly I., D. & S,.) says that Trustee 
Amhnrst,. of the second mortgage bond 
holders of the I,, D. & S., returned to that 
•oity recently from New York, after con- 
ferring with the attorneys representing 
the creditors of the floating indebtedness. 
The tloating debt aggregates about $80,- 
000, and is unsecured. The trustees, it is 
understood, are desirous of settling this 
at 50 cents on the dollar, and made a 
proposition to that effect. This was re- 
fused, the holders demanding at least 75 
cents. The trustees are anxious to get the 
road into better financial order, and al- 
though under no legal obligations to meet 
the demands of the floating-debt creditors, 
prefer to settle with them on the above 
terms rather thaa incur the expense and 
Hie difficulties of foreclosing the mortgage 
to save themselves. If a compromise can 
be reached with the creditors, the trustees 
will turn the road back into the hands of 
the company, otherwise foreclosure must 
follow, which will cut the floating-debt 
creditors out of their claims. The trustees 
look for clear sailing in the future, and it 
is understood that the bondholders will 
advance money for the completion of the 
road to St. Louis when the indebtedness 
is adjusted. The company is well satisfi- 
ed with the present leasing arrangement 
with the Indiana, Bloommgton and West- 
ern, and regards an extension to St. Louis 
to be also leased to .the Indiana, Bloom- 
in gton and Western, as a safe investment
